PRESIDENT WILL GET CHANCE 


TO INSPECT PANAMA CANAL IN 


ITS STRENGTHENED CONDITION

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 1.—</P>- 
President' Roosevelt will have the 
opportunity late this week to see 
how defenses 
of 
the 
Panama 
Canal have been strengthened in 
the last four years. 


Since he visited the Canal In 


1934, 
both 
the, army and 
navy 


with his approval have sent more 
men, guns and planes' to insure 
the safety of the vital maritime 
link between 
the 
Atlantic and 


Pacific. 


Millions have been spent in an 


effort to make the 50-mile system 
of lakes and locks impregnable, 
despite Its natural vulnerability. 
Other millions have been earmark- 
ed ' for 
further 
safeguards. 


As a result, well-informed 
offi- 


cials said today, only the Ha- 
waiian Islands 
of 
Oahu, 
the 


Pacific outpost, can dispute the 
Canal Zone's claim to the title 
of the Amerlpan Gibraltar. 
The army, primarily responsible 


for the Canals defense, gradually 
has Increased its forces there to 
about 13,000 men. Under the com- 


mand of Major General David L. 
Stone, they man six permanent 
fortifications bristling with long 
range guns, anti-aircraft guns and 
other weapons'. 


Several score of the army's lat- 
est fighting planes are based at 
France Field, on the Atlantic side, 
and Albrook Field, on the Pacific. 


The navy has two squadrons of 
12 planes each of its long-range 
patrol bombers at Its Cocosolo 
base, on the Atlantic side. 


Six submarines are stationed at 
the Coco submarine base, adjoin- 
ing the air station, and. the Canal 
Is headquarters of a small special 
service squadron of gunboats. 
Since its completion in 1014 the 


Canal seldom has met all expen- 
ses and paid dividends on the 
capital cost of more than $500,- 
000,000, but Its tolls are only about 
half 
those of privately-operated 
Suez. 
Its peak load of traffic was In 
1929-30. After declining from 1930 
to 1932, it has risen gradually un- 
til in the last 12 months 5,524 
seagoing ships made the transit 
and pajd $23,169,888 in tolls.

In his introductory 
remarks, 
Wilson declared that Mann led 
his class in studies as he did 
the famous football teams on the 
gridiron, and paid a high tribute 
to his character and ability, in 
overcoming obstacles. 


Mann stated In the beginning 


of his remarks that he had re- 
frained from speaking in Navar- 
ro county out of respect to Rob- 
ert Calvert, a candidate in the 
race prior to the first primary 
election, who was reared In Cor- 
slcana.

of life and living." 


Tho statement, titled "the De- 
partment of Justice Intervenes In 
Medical Care," will be published 
this week as an editorial in the 
association's journal. 


The statement said in part: 
"It becomes apparent that the 
department of justice feels that 
organized 
medicine should have 


nothing to say about methods of 
.payment for 'medical services; it 
is even proposed that hospitals 
shall have nothing to say as to 
who may or may not practice 
within their walls. 


"Apparently it remains to be de- 


termined x x x whether 
or not 


fundamental principles of common 
justice which have prevailed in 
this country in the past are to be

State highway patrolmen and fed- 
eral agents were searching today 
for three bandits, two of whom 
they Identified as Texas jailbreak- 
crs, who climaxed a scries of hold- 
ups by kidnaping 17-year-old Rob- 
ert Kalousek at Greenwood, Mo., 
near ;toere. 


Young Kalousek was

unharmed late last night east of 
Boonville, Mo., on U. S. Highway 
No. 40. The youth said the ban- 
dits, who drove off in his car, car- 
ried four revolvers and a sawed 
off shotgun. 


Capt. W. J. Baxter of the high- 


way patrol said he believed two 
of the bandits were Floyd Hamil- 
ton olid Ted Walters who have 
criss-crossed the Southwest with 
a trail of holdups since they broke 
out of , the Montague county, Tex- 
as, jail in April. 


The bandits slugged five of their 
victims. They first appeared about 
10 o'clock Saturday night at a fill- 
ing station, one mile south of 
Rich Till, Mo.

The new crop control law may 
become 
an 
important 
Issue in 
four major farming areas during 
the next few weeks. 


Officials of the agricultural ad- 
justment 
administration 
have 
sent representatives to the cotton 
belt to attack a "domestic 
allot- 
ment" 
program, 
which 
would 
permit farmers to grow all they 
wanted for foreign markets. Each 
grower would be given a share In 
the domestic market, for which 
he would receive cost of produc- 
tion prices. 
This program, which had strong 
support in the last session of 
congress, Is described in reports 
reaching here as gaining adher- 
ents among farmers. It has been 
criticized by Secretary Wallace as 
unworkable and inadvisable from 
a foreign trade standpoint. 
It is quite probable, officials said 
that a referendum will be held in 
the midwestern 
corn belt to de- 
termine whether growers 
favor 
imposing marketing quotas to keep 
price-depressing surplus grain off 
the market. 
Many corn growers objected to

very best people no end by act- 
ually making It easier for youths 
of .humble birth to become offi- 
cers in his majesty's army. 
Now to understand the full Im- 
port 
of 
Hore-Bellsha's 
move, 
which has knocked into a cocked 
hat a 
custom that 
has 
come 
down through the ages, you must 
know that the British army has 
always been officered by gentle- 
men, that Is by thoso born with 
blue-blood in their veins. There 
have been exceptions, of course, 


but for the most part this has 
been the preserve of the nobility 
and aristocracy. 


Tho rank of "captain" has been 
almost the equivalent of a title, 
making the wearer a fine catch 
In the matrimonial mart.

Sufi Abdul Hamld, believed by 
his flock to 'have been born In the 
shadow of an Egyptian pyramid 
but known to police only as Eu- 
gene Brown, born In Philadelphia, 
was kl .d yesterday when his air- 
plane ran ou of gas and crashed 
on Long Island. 
Fred Burkhart, 


his white pilot, died, and Cather- 
ine Price, 
his white 
secretary, 
was seriously Injured. 


Last night Hamld's flock gath- 
ered in tho temple, and a cere- 
mony 
resembling tho Buddhist 
was performed while, 
not 
far 
away, hundreds of followers of 
another Harlem prophet, Father 
Divine, were shouting, "Peace, It's 
wonderful!" 


Their 
ejaculations arose over 
the clamor of 2,500 negro picnick- 
ers the rattle of thousands of 
dishes and eating utensils, four 
bands and an orchestra. 
Hamld was an aggressive spirit- 


ual leader. He dabbled at times 
in the Bible and Koran and sev- 
eral occult faiths, 
He was ot displeased with the 
title he earned four years ago 
us "the black Hitler of Harlem." 
He and his followers boycotted 
Jewish shops In Harlem that did 
not employ negroes. He was sen- 
tenced to twenty days In jail fo.r 
almost creating a riot by his anti-

WORLD CARRYOVER 
OF COTTON PLACED 


AT ALL-TIME HIGH 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 1 . — - 
The 1397-38 world carryover of 
American cotton Including llntcrs, 
was placed at the all time high 
of 13,803,000 bales In the annual 
report of the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange which was released 
today, The carryover lost year 
was 6,108,000 bales. 
Various private agencies have 
estimated the carryover of foreign 
growths somewhat tentatively at 
about 10,000,000 bales which, com- 
bined with the American carry- 
over, gives the world a total car- 
ryover of approximately 23,000,000 
bales, the largest In history. 
Henry 
Plauche, 
secretary of 
the exchange, said that of this 
vast amount the U. S. govern- 
ment Is holding under its loan 
programs a total of 6,796,780 bales. 
Cotton futures prices, 
now 
be- 
tween 8 1-2 and 9 cents a pound, 
are only abou 30 points above 
the government loan figure. 
Plauche estimated consumption 


of American 
cotton, 
including 
llnters, at 12,162,000 bales com- 
pared with 14,326,000 bales 
last 
year. Exports were placed at 5,- 
053,872 bales compared with ' 6,- 
776,000 bales.

his own law office and made a 
success of it. 


Mann premised that when he 
was 
attorney-general, 
the 
law 
would be enforced without fear or 
favor whether the offender was 
a giant corporation or the hum- 
blest 'citizen. 
'I will sacrifice no principle 
to secure the office and I will 
not sacrifice any of my princi- 
ples to keep It," he asserted, "and 
I'll be elected because the people 
are sic kand tired of the way 
things have been going at Aus- 
tin," 
he continued. 
After rapping the political ma- 


chines, the speaker outlined his 
work as a member of the Texas 
Planning Board and the time spent 
In Washington (at his own ex- 
pense) in securing a correlation 
of relief programs for Texas, in- 
cluding the tax survey. He re- 
viewed his record as secretary of 
state In causing many racketeers 
selling worthless stocks and bonds 
being sent: to federal and other 
penitentiaries. 
Mann stated 
he 
was the author of the Texas Se- 
curity Act. 


After Racketters 
"I'm going after all racketeers 
when 1m attorney general, but 
the biggest racketeeers are the 
political racketeers," he declared 
and then stated how mediocree 
lawyers and. laymen 
who sup- 
ported successful state candidates 
have moved to Austin as "fixers, 
Influence sellers," etc. He said 
the sad part of It was that these 
racketeers were the only ones at 
times who could secure for the 
citizens "right all are' entitled to 
under the law." 
Turning his attention to an- 
other portion of his address, the 
candidate declared 
he will co- 
operate with the governor and all 
departments of tHe state govern- 
ment (this was greeted by

plause) for the best interests of 
the people.

WASHINGTON Aug. 
The justice department soon will 
begin a grand jury Investigation 
to determine whether "organized 
medicine" has violated anti-trust 
laws in opposing a co-operative 
health society. 
The decision to conduct the In- 
quiry was announced' last 'night 
by Thurman Arnold, assistant at- 
torney general, who said the out- 
come would have "far-reaching 
consequence on one of our most 
pressing problems." 
The Immediate Issue was a sit- 
uation which arose in Washing- 
ton after 2,500 federal employes 
formed 
Group Health 
Associa- 
tion, Inc. The organization re- 
tained Its own physicians to. pro- 
vide full medical care for mem- 
bers, who pay monthly fees. 
Arnold said the American Medi- 
cal Association, the medical So- 
ciety of the District of Columbia 
and some officials of both had 
tried to prevent operation of the 
association. 
Those accused, he declared, had 
threatened 
expulsion from 
the 
District Medical Society of Doc- 
tors who accept employment with 
Group Health Association or who 
consult with its physicians. Staff 
doctors of the Co-operative So- 
ciety, he added, had been exclud- 
ed from Washington 
hospitals. 
Arnold aald the justice depart- 
ment considers this a violation of 
the antl-trlst laws because "It is 
an attempt on the part of one 
group of physicians to prevent 
members of Group Health Asso-. 
elation from selecting physicians 
of their own choice." 
In the background of this spe- 
cific case was the entire con- 
troversial subject of co-operative 
medical care. A Washington court 
held last week that Group -Health 
Association was functioning legal- 
ly, Some statistics 'show. that co-

WAII CLIPPER ROUTE 


HAWAIIAN CLIPPER MISSING IN PACIFIC 


MANILA, July 30.—(/P) 


—The army t r a n s p o r t 
Meigs found a large patch 
of oil on the surface of the 
Pacific ocean today, indi- 
cating the missing Hawaii 
Clipper may have plunged 
into the sea 500 miles from 
Manila. 


The Melgs made no mention of 
sighting any wreckage from the 
luxurious 
flying boat which 
dis- 


appeared with 13 men on a flight 
from 
Guam to • Manila 
Friday. 


(Thursday night Pacific time.) 
• Two lifeboats were put out by 
the transport to search tho tell- 
tale oil slick but were recalled at 
nightfall. 
The transport stood by 


where the slick was found, in- 
tending to 
resume 
search 
at 
dawn Sunday. 
(Saturday 
after- 


noon in the United States.) 


Her searchlights played on the 


surrounding sea but her captain 
said he did not expect much to 
be accomplished before daylight. 


The Melgs said the coating of 
heavy oil was about 1,500 feet in 
circumference, which experts said 
was "quite large" for a plane the 
size of the Clipper. 


But marine men were unable to 
suggest any other sourco for the 
slick, an oil coating such as a 
plane leaves on the surface of the 
water when sinking. 


Slick In Clipper's Course 


The slick was found directly on 


the 
course of the 26-ton flying 
boat. It was sighted approximate- 
ly 50 miles west by southwest ol 
the last position reported by the 
Clipper at 10:09 
p.m. Thursday, 
central standards time. This would 
mean that, If the slick were caus- 
ed by oil from the Hawaii clipper, 
the flying boat remained in the 
air for about 20 minutes after 
her last radio message. 


The lifeboats from the Meigs 


collected samples of oil from the 
surface to help determine wheth- 
er It was from the flying boat. 


If the

slick may lay over deep waters,

It is true, aa was 
said by Dr. Hugh Cabot of 
Rochester, Minn., that thou- 
sands of 
persons 
in 
the 


United States go 
without 


medical care 
while thou- 


sands of young physicians 
go without the'practice they 
need and for which they are 
well prepared. 


This, it should be empha- 


sized, is not a criticism of 
individual doctors, many of 
whom have devoted thou- 
sands of hours of time to 
charity work for the needy, 
nor of the medical profes- 
sion as a whole which has 
spent millions of dollars for 
the cause of public health. 
It merely reveals a situation 
which has grown with the 
industrial system, the con- 
centration of population in 
certain areas, the high cost 
of medical education, the 
social maladjustments that 
result from large-scale un- 
employment, and so on. 


The American 
Medical 


Association 
is 
opposed, 


rightly as many Americans 
believe, to federal medical 
control. It should not, at 
the same time, condemn the 
many co-operative hospital- 
• ization movements, the pri- 
vate health insurance sys- 
tems and other scattered -ef- 
forts to meet the recogniz- 
,ed need. 
Disagreement as 


to the right method is of 
small importance, perhaps, 
so long as there is active 
discussion 
of the 
whole 


problem. The situation was 
.more serious when it was 
not known. There is hope 
now that a way, or several 
ways, will be found which 
will insure the people ade- 
quate medical care and the 
doctors a just reward for 
their services.

ON INMATES WITH ATHLETICS

AUSTIN, July 29.—(^—Visitors 
at the state* institute for blind 
children here frequently wonder 
at the cinder track, Jumping pits 
and 
thick ropes dangling 
from 
10-foot uprights. 


The physical education 
equip- 
ment merely is a part of the re- 
quired 
course for all students 
and the Institute has produced 
several athletes who have forced 
youngsters with full sight to look 
to their laurels. 


An 
example 
of

and 
field 
performer 
de- 


veloped 
under 
the 
handling of 


J. W. Derr, the institute's physi- 
cal education instructor, is the 
17-year-old 
blonde 
flash, 
Sam 


Mlllsap of Tyler, who was barely 
nosed out of 'the finals in the 
100-yard dash high school event 
of the Texas relays last spring. 


In 
tho national blind 
school 
meet last May, in which all boys 
attending more than 30 Institutes 
over tho nation compete on their 
own grounds and send the indi- 
vidual scores to the national ath- 
letic association 
of schools for 


the blind, 
the 
partial-visloncd 


speedster 
equalled the national 


blind record of 7.6 seconds for 
75 yards. 


The Texas school this year won 


the national title, an honor It has 
achieved several times 
In 
the 
past. The championship is based 
on the composite scores of all en- 
trants and the meet is held un- 
der the direction of approved col- 
legiate offlicals.

tural division of the Stato Depart- 
nent, sot up to Improve relations 
with Latin America, would bavo 
two princlpaj functions: 


1. Determination of policies to 


be followed toward bringing Un- 
cle Sam in closer and 
friendlier 


contact with his Spanish couEins 
to the louth. 


2. Co-ordination of the activities 


of other branches of the govern- 
ment and of private organizations 
eeking to increaso the economic, 


/political and cultural exchanges 


•with Latin America. 


It will not seek, of It.felf, to 


place propaganda In South Amer- 
ica. In this respect tho State De- 
partment Is listening to tho ad- 
vice of Its representatives In Lat- 
in America and travelers who have 
rotv.'iird from there. 


This advice is that tho United 
States stands to gain more from 
friendly actions toward Lati. Am- 
erica, 'rom a continuance or the 
good neighbor policy and from a 
cultivation of 
cultural 
relations 
thn 
it does from direct propa- 


ganda, whether by radio, by news- 
papers, by lecturers or by subsi- 
dizing local activities. 


Tho advlco is accompanied by 
a warning that propandlzlng on 
tho ,mrt of a government some- 
time, is :.pt to react against that 
government instead of helping its 
policies.

He 
gave them the tube which had 
been picked up by his son. 
By pre-arrangemont the 
three 


had planned to meet the voyagers 
vhen they came out of tho can- 
yon. 
They immediately started a 
search. 
Tuesday afternoon as tho two 
lay under a shelter built of reeds 
to keep out the baking heat, the 
last of their small store of raisins 
eaten, they heard a whistle. 
By then the ledge which had

"We ran to the edge, took off 
our shirts, and yelled," Ryberg 
said.

COLLEGE STATION, Aug. 1.—

regional 


meetings have been held this sea- 
son by ginners In the Interests 
of more careful handling of cot- 
ton on the farm and at the grin, 
and 14 additional meetings 
are 
scheduled, according to F. 
E. 
Llchte, ginning specialist of the 
Texas A. and M. College Exten- 
sion Service. The meetings have 
been attended by 2,800 ginners 
and other representatives of the 
industry. 


• t Texas has been making con- 
siderable headway in 
increased 
plantings 
of quality strains of 
cotton, but this Is a slow process," 
Llchte said. "Quality cotton is on 
the way back, but In the mean- 
time we can improve the quality 
of our cotton tremendously by 
proper handling. 
"Picking the cotton clean and 


dry Is the responsibility of the 
grower. Most ginners, by the use 
of improved equipment and clean- 
ing machinery, are doing a great 
deal to maintain quality. 
"Sometimes it 
almost 
seems 
that each new advance in gin- 
ning equipment results In more 
careless handling of cotton on 
the farm." 


Modern equipment will provide 
higher grade lint from damp or 
moderately trashy cotton, but no 
machinery 
has been 
developed 
that can dry wet cotton or clean 
roughly harvested cotton to give 
lint equal in quality to that gin- 
ned from dry, clean-picked cot- 
ton, Llchte warned. 
.Already 550 of the 12,700 gins 
in. the cotton belt are using the 
driers developed by the U. S. De- 
.partment 
of 
Agriculture. 
Of 
these, 273 are -In use in Texas' 
3,664 gins, 
The 
ordinary 
temperature of 
the drying air should not be over 
160 degrees and over In the case 
of very wet cotton, air-tempera- 
ture should not exceed 200 de- 
grees.

temperatures,
